Clairos 1-19 are pending in the above-captioned application. Claims 1, 8, 10, 13 
and 16 have been amended herein in order to overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 
§112. More particularly, Applicants do not agree with the rejections made under 35 
U.S.C. §112, since the rejected claims are and were clear and had antecedent basis for 
all daim terms.
